It is a long-sought-for com¬ 
position in D flat for two violins, viola 
and violoncello, and is dated March, 
1844. It was recognized as genuine 
some years ago by Schubert s step¬ 
brother. The discovery has caused a 
great sensation in Vienna musical cir¬ 
cles.

MRS. MAYBRICK’S CASE AGAIN. 


Secretary White of the London Embassy 
Has Given Hia Views. 

Washington.—Henry White, secre¬ 
tary of the United States Embassy at 
London, was introduced to the Presi¬ 
dent the other -lay before the Cabinet 
meeting by Secretary Hay. Mr. White 
is here on his annual vieit to this 
country and will return to England 
next month. He has taken a great in¬ 
terest in the case of Mrs. Maybrick. 

“The worst thing that could happen 
for Mrs. Maybrick,” said he, is for 
some one to resume the agitation of 
her case in this country. Her eventual] 
freedom has been delayed by the agita¬ 
tion over here. The revival of the 
talk has led to abusive letters being 
sent to the English authorities by 
people in this country. Even Queen 
Victoria was the recipient of several 
letters from enthusiasts in Mrs. May- 
brick’s cause. 

‘‘I have been working on the case 
ever since Mrs. Maybrick was sent to 
prison and at every opportunity to do 
something for the unfortunate woman 
I have exerted myself with every home 
secretray in the British Cabinet. 1 
have no means of knowing what King 
Edward will do but I do not believe 
he will interfere in the case. The late 
Queen made a strict rule to have noth¬ 
ing to do with capital eases. Mrs. 
Maybrick is in the Aylesbury Prison 
and is kindly treated. I hear indirect¬ 
ly from her twiee a week. Her health 
is not seriously affected, although she 
has not been in the best of health. She 
is fairly cheerful and has a good prison 
record. ’ ’ 


Three notes

Large Bodlei of a Bare Mineral Accident¬ 
ally Stmck Near Aspen. 

Aspen, Coi.—The Della S. mine has 
made a great discovery in a new min¬ 
eral. When this ore was first struck it 
was not considered of any value, but a 
continuance of tte ore body excited 
some curiosity, and Manager Anderson 
had a test made, with results that sur¬ 
prised him. It proved to be cadmium, 
a rare mineral, which was used by Edi¬ 
son in his recently invented storage 
battery. All that was necessary to 
complete the success of Eidson's latest 
and greatest invention was a supply of 
this rare mineral. 

A practicable storage battery has 
been the problem upon which elec¬ 
tricians have been working for years, 
and the discovery of cadmium here is 
the final step in its solution. Electric¬ 
ity may now become almost as cheap 
as water. The whole face of the drift 
is in this character of ore and assays 8 
per cent of cadmium. The mine shows 
large bodies of this character of rock. 
It is a bluish-white cast. 


TOLSTOI’S APPEAL TO CZAR. 

Urge* the Monarch In Strong Terms to 
Remedy BxUting Kvits. 

New York.—A cable to the World 
from Vienna says: Count Tolstoi has 
addressed a remarkable letter to the 
Czar, courageously appealing to him to 
remove the existing Russian grievances. 
Tolstoi writes: ‘‘Why will you fight 
with what you can never subdue by 
force, instead of covering your name 
with imperishable fame by treading 
the way of justice? You protect injus¬ 
tice, sire. F’ree the peasant from the 
brutal tyranny of officials, give him 
equal rights with other ranks, do 
away with the present police system, 
which demoralizes society, degrades 
the empire and breeds spies und in 
formers. Do away with the restraints 
on education, so that the road to en¬ 
lightenment may lie open to all. Pro¬ 
hibit no man from having his free 
belief and let religious persecution 
cease.” 

The letter has creatod a deep im¬ 
pression and is warmly approved by 
educated Russians. 

Berlin.—A dispatch from St. Peters¬ 
burg to the Lokal Anzeiger says the 
students of the great Kaluga Seminary, 
near Moscow, indulged in a series of 
excesses which culminated in shooting 
at the Bishop of Kaluga and the rector 
of the seminary, neither of whom were 
hit. Fifteen students were arrested.

Scott Notified Milwaukee That None But 
California Fluid Shall Be Used. 

Milwaukee.—Milwaukee lias been 
officially notified that it can proceed 
nith the arrangements for the chris¬ 
tening of the new cruiser Milwaukee. 

Irving M. Scott of the Union Iron 
Works, which will build the cruiser, 
says in bis letter to Mayor Rose that 
there will be plenty of time in which 
to select a pretty young woman for the 
sponsor of the cruiser, and also to de¬ 
cide upon the gifts which the city will 
present to its namesake, since this 
event will not take place for two years 
at least. 

Scott took pains to make clear one 
point which caused a disturbance at 
the time of the erhistening of the 
battle-ship Wisconsin, and that is that 
California champagne is the fluid that 
will be used for christening purposes. 
No other wine, Scott says, will here¬ 
after be used in the christening of any 
of the ships built by the Union Iron 
Works. The Wisconsin Commission¬ 
ers arranged for a bottle of foreign 
champagne for ttie christening of the 
Wisconsin, not understanding the jeal¬ 
ousy of the Californian on that point. 
At that time Scott intimated that such 
a mistake would not occur again. This 
is the meaning of a sentence in his 


^Manila.—The following is Aguinal- 
d6’s address to the F’ilipino people: 

‘‘I believe 1 am not in error in pre¬ 
suming that the unhappy fate to which 
my adverse fortune has led me is not 
& surprise to those who have been 
familiar with the progress of the war. 
Ttie lessons taught with a full meaning, 
and which have recently come to my 
knowledge, suggest with irresistible 
force that a complete termination of 
hostilities and lasting peace are not 
only desirable but absolutely essential 
to the welfare of the Philippine islands. 

“Tho Filipinos have never been dis¬ 
mayed at their weakness, nor have they 
faltered in following the path pointed 
out by their fortitude and courage. 
The time lias come, however, in which 
they tind their advance along this path 
to he impeded by an irresistible force, 
which, while it restrains them, yet en¬ 
lightens their minds and opens to 
them another course, presenting them 
the cause of peace. This cause has 
been joyfully embraced by the majority 
of my fellow countrymen, who have 
already united around the glorious 
sovereign banner of the United States. 
In this banner they repose their trust 
and believe that under its protection 
the Filipino people will attain all 
those promised liberties which they are 
beglinuing to enjoy. The country has 
declared unmistakably in favor of 
peace. So be it. There has been 
enough blood, enough tears and enough 
desolation. This wish cannot] he ig¬ 
nored by the men still in arms if they 
are animated by a desire to serve our 
noble people, which has thus clearly 
manifested its will. So do 1 respect 
this will, now that it is known to mo. 

“Alter mature deliberation, I reso¬ 
lutely proclaim to tho world that I can¬ 
not refuse to heed the voice of a people 
longing for peace, nor the lamentations 
of thousands of families yearning to 
see their dear cuieH enjoying the liberty 
and the promised generosity of the 
great American nation. 

“By acknowledging and accepting 
the sovereingtv of the United States 
tWiughqut tho Philippine archipelago, 
as 1 now do and without reservation 
whatsoever, 1 believe that I am serving 
thee, my beloved country. May happi¬ 
ness be thine.” 

To signalize this important step in 
the pacification of tho country General 
MacArthur orders the release, on swear¬ 
ing allegiance to the United States, of 
1000 insurgent prisoners.

AMERICAN BATTLE-SHIPS. 

Proposition to Give tho Oregou, Indiana 
and Massachusetts Turrets. 

New York.— A special to the Herald 
Na-|from Washington says: With a view 
to increasing the efficiency of the Nary 
the department is considering the ad¬ 
visability of modernizing the battle¬ 
ships Oregon, Indiana and Massachu¬ 
setts. In altering these ships it is de¬ 
sired by the Board of Construction to 
remove the most serious defect in their 
design. The vessels are equipped with 
circular turrets, and when their thir¬ 
teen-inch guns are pointed in the same 
direction they heel to such an extent 
as to expose their unprotected hull be¬ 
low the armor belt. 

It is proposed to remove the lour 
quadrilateral turrets, Accommodating 
two eight-inch guns each, with which 
each ship is equipped and to install 
two elliptical eight-inch turrets on top 
of the thirteen-inch turrets, thus giv¬ 
ing each ship superposed turrets. Care¬ 
ful determination of the position of the 
eight-inclrturrets will permit a balance 
which will prevent the heeling now 
considered so objectionable. The new 
battery arrangement wili permit the 
addition of a formidable row of six or 
five-inch guns. 

LI HUNG CHANG REPRIMANDED, 


Story of Wholesale Deaths by Freezing 
Along the Alaska Coast. 

Seattle, Wash.—The Skagway News 
of April llith contained dispatches 
from Dawson of that date. The most 
important dispatch says: 

“Two mashers, names unknown,who 
arrived from Nome, bring sensational 
reports oi wholesale deaths by freezing 
along the coast. They report that 200 
persons died from exposure or freezing 
before the middle of January at various 
points up and down the coast. Their 
stories are not credited here, as they 
lack confirmation. 

^‘‘Teams are still arriving from White 
Horse with freight and passengers, 
making good time. The trail is hold¬ 
ing out remarkably well. 

“The remains of the lost Dr. Bet- 
tinger have been uncovered a few miles 
up the White river trail, where he had 
doubltess died of exposure, having 
mistaken the trail.” 

James H. Ardern of one of the min¬ 
ing companies of Dawson reached Seat¬ 
tle the other day on his way to Lon¬ 
don, England. Ardern said that the 
clean-up this year in the Dawson camp 
would, from a conservative estimate. 


lleltl Accountable for (ioruiMii Expedition 
and Ordered to Prevent Same. 

New York.—A cable to the Sun from 
Peking says: Li Hung Chang has re¬ 
ceived an edict severely censuring him 
because after the French and Chinese 
had agreed upon boundaries, the Ger¬ 
mans, wlio have no concern with this 
matter, march west and threaten the 
Chinese. The edict orders Li Hung 
Chang to prevent the expedition, and 
says that if he fails the responsibility 
for the consequences will rest on him. 

The Emporor, or more properly the 
Dowager Empress, says that, Viceroys 
Liu Kun Yi and Chang Chili Tung 
were appointed joint negotiators with 
Li Hung ('hang and Prince Ching, hut 
that Li Hung Chang spurns their 
opinions. Hereafter, it iH added, Li 
Hung Chang muHt consult with them 
on all important matters. 

Li Hung Chang had a long conference 
with Sir Robert Hart, Director-Gen¬ 
eral of the Imperial Maritime Cus¬ 
toms, rogarding the indemnity ques¬ 
tion, the solution of which is difficult. 
The bill of tho powers is daily becom¬ 
ing heavier. 

To Sflnirf tho lleer Trade of Klondike* 

Victoria, B. C.—CroHs A Sweeny of 
Seattle have formed a company to build 
in Vancouver one of the largest brew¬ 
ing and malting plants in the West. 
R. Sweeny is hero arranging for the 
purchase of the Columbia brewery, 
which is already a large concern. 
Buildings and plant will be con¬ 
structed, costing $400,000, and with the 
investment of the present purchase in 
Vancouver, the total outlay in the deal 
will bo a I >ou t $600,000. 

The principal plan in view is the 
control of the beer trade of the Klon¬ 
dike. Shipments may be made from 
hero to Dawson at a largo saving over 
Seattle shipments, and a large trade is 
expected to be worked up in the Koo¬ 
tenai and Cariboo, the interior dis¬ 
tricts being at present badly supplied. 
Work on the construction of buildings 
and equipment will be commenced at 
once, and as the machinery is already 
ordered, it is expected that Norhtcrn 
shipments to the Klondike and Nome 
will begin by July. 

Kiel. quarti Strike In CaliverH. County. 

Mokelumne Hill.—An exceedingly 
rich strike in quurtz has been made 
on French hill, near town. The quartz 
is nearly all gold, one small piece 
upon which there is scarcely any quartz 
weighing over three ounces. The 
ledge, which was a blind one, is about 
three feet in width and has every in¬ 
dication of being permanent. 

French hill was in early days one of 
the richest placer spots in the West, 
and it is believed that the feeder to 
those gravel deposits has at last been 
found, as the specimens rival those of 
the Klondike. 


The Dairy. 

The good cow is a comparatively lean 
one. Corn should never be fed alone 
to the dairy cow. 

Breed is well enough, but it will 
take feed to show what there is in the 
breed. 

The function of milk giving is ma< 
ternity and the mother needs shelter, 
warmth and comfort. 

The all-the-year round cow is the 
paying cow, and the real dairy cows 
tend in that direction. 

Concentrate your efforts on a small 
area, thus economizing material and 
stock as well as labor. 

Good and regular milking is of tiie 
utmost importance, as it develops the 
milk secreting organs. 

It is very important that milk or 
cream is not exposed to anything which 
would contaminate it by absorption. 

The dairy farmer should own the 
best land, milk the best cows, hire the 
best hands and make the best profit. 

The churn should never be filled 
more than half full and then if the 
tempreature is right it will churn easily. 

Butter will come much quicker some 
times than others, due generally to a 
difference in temperature; use a good 
thermometer. 

Winter dairying affords a good op¬ 
portunity to market, all kinds of grain 
and roughness to a good advantage by 
feeding to the cowh. 

The process of gathering up low 
grades and refuse butter and so reno¬ 
vating the mass as to produce a clean, 
palatable article, is in the abstract a 
gain to humanity, as is any process 
that economises wastes, utilizes by 
products and perfects or increases the 
world’s food supply : but when avarice 
impels weak mankind to sell the prod¬ 
uct dishonestly, when this clarified 
stuff is in many cases given to the con¬ 
sumer as fresh creamery butter, law 
is necessary to protect consumer, hon¬ 
est dealer and the bettor class produc¬ 
ers.—George M. Whitaker.

Out of 147,017 men who went into the 
army in the military year of 1800-1000, 
only 187 men—less than tin eighth of 1 
per cent—were illiterate; and of the 
5,614 who entered the navy, every one 
could read and write. This a remark¬ 
able showing of the extent to which 
education prevails among the people, 
and also shows an Improvement over 
former conditions. 


There is a justice of the peace 'In 
Pennsylvania who deserves a banquet 
and a monument. The other day a 
wife-beater,accompanied by his bruised 
and disfigured helpmate, was battled 
before the "squire.” The brute laughed 
in the face of justice and called the 
magistrate upon the honored bench a 
vtle name. The biter ltnd Ids coat off 
in a second, vaulted to the iioor, and In 
less time than it takes to tell tite story- 
had the wife-beater’s nose distributed 
all over his speaking countenance, 
both of ltis eyes closed, several teeth 
rattling around the courtroom and the 
culprit begging for mercy. That is ex¬ 
actly the sort of justice to preside over 
the trials of wife-beaters. May bis tribe 
ever increase! 

Some one recently declared that 
lynching, like murder, is growing to be 
a national habit. There is certainly 
some ground for the assertion. When 
the first burning of a negro at the stake 
in Paris, Texas, was announced, two 
or three years ago, a wave of indigna¬ 
tion swept over the whole country. 
Several burnings have occurred since 
then, and the latest ones have hardly 
attracted public notice. Bailie Crutch¬ 
field. a colored woman, was lynched 
near Rome, Tenn.. because it was sus¬ 
pected she had stolen $125 from a 
pocket-book. She and her friends de¬ 
clared she found the pocketbook and 
kept the money. The mob did not know 
whether she had stolen it or found it. 
As she had the money, that was suf¬ 
ficient cause for lynching, and the cow¬ 
ardly savages seized her, carried her 
to a bridge, shot her, and threw her 
into tlie river. When a mob kills a 
woman in this inhuman manner upon 
mere suspicion of a crime for which 
in every civilized community imprison¬ 
ment is considered ample punishment, 
it is time to ask the question. ”ls lynch¬ 
ing becoming a national habit ?’* 

Of all English writers on current po¬ 
litical topics Henry Norman has the 
broadest and best-informed mind in so 
far at least as travel and a cosmopoli¬ 
tan spirit are concerned. In view, 
the:*fore, of Russia’s present position 
sis to China and the East, and iter ap¬ 


parently determined stand for domin' 
ance in Manchuria, this extract from j 
an article by Henry Norman in Scrib¬ 
ner’s is suggestive: “It has been point¬ 
ed out that the sea alone stopped th® 
Cossac.-s in the seventeenth century, ; 
| and when they got to work again in the 
nineteenth the Russians crossed the 
Pacific and pushed on to within a few 
miles of San Francisco long before the 
first ‘prairie schooner’ sailed over the 
plains. The map of Asia is a Russian 
stepladder; the Urals, Western Si¬ 
beria. Eastern Siberia, Baikalia, Kam¬ 
chatka, the Amur, Manchuria; the 
steppes; Khiva, Turkestan, the Merv 
oasis, Bokhara, Samarkand; these are 
the rungs she has climbed. Persia, ! 
Kashgar, Afghanistan, India itself— 
unless a mightier force than herself 
bar the way, her feet will be there, 
too, In the fullness of time. The ‘half 
south’ in her course is shown by the 
gradual descent of her naval base in 
the far East; Petropavlofsk, Nikol- j 
aiefsk, Vladivostok, Port Arthur. If 
you would understand Russia, and in- j 
terpret the forecast aright, the march . 
of great events, never forget that, for 
her, eastward the course of empire j 
takes its way; that as the sap rises. ; 
as the sparks fly upward, as the tides I 
follow the moon, so Russia goes to the j 
sunrise and the warm water. This is j 
what the history of Siberia strikingly I 
illustrates, and it Is from this point of 
view that the great Siberian railway 
derives its chief significance.” 

The rod as an educational and cor¬ 
rective agency in the jniblic schools has ; 
been sustained by two Chicago judges. I 
A few days ago Prof. G. Stanley Hall, j 
in addressing a mothers’ club, declared 
that Dr. Spank is still as indispensable 
in a well-ordered home where children 
are being reared as lie was in the days 
of Ben Franklin. The “new education,” 
It is true, is relegating the rod to the 
limbo of obsolete things. The idea of 
restraint or correction has no place in 
the real up-to-date theory of child¬ 
training. From the schools this “new 
education” is spreading to the homes. 
It is based on the notion that the nature 
of a child must not be curbed. He must 
be permitted to follow the tendencies 
of the child nature, unhampered by 
rules or chastisement. A generation of 
young hoodlums and rowdies is the 
Inevitable result of this theory when 
carried to an extreme in the home and 
in the school. Its baneful consequences 
are already perceptible in towns where 
it has been systematically followed out 
in the public schools. It breeds disre¬ 
spect for authority, contempt for law, 
and general disregard l’or the peace 
and good order of a community and for 
the rights and feelings of others. Its 
fruits are seen in wanton destruction 
of property in the suburban towns, 
where the police are few and fur be¬ 
tween, and where boys are not sup¬ 
posed to need police surveillance. In 
these towns they enjoy ail the advan¬ 
tages of the “new education.” Recogni¬ 
tion of authority lies at the basis of all 
rational training, whether In the home 
or the school. It is elemental In any 
proper scheme of preparation for citi¬ 
zenship. Behind this recognition of 
authority is the fear of punishment. 
Without punitory law there would be 
no civilization. This does not mean that 
children should be punished with un¬ 
reasonableness or brutality. The rod is 
not always the best form of punish¬ 
ment. Neither should the natural ex¬ 
pressions of the child nature be ruth¬ 
lessly crushed. But the punitive factor 
in child training must not he abolished. 
If all disciplinary measures are to be 
abandoned in the rearing and educa¬ 
tion of children, government will soon 
become a farce—for behind all govern¬ 
ment is respect for authority.

One of New York City’s most famous 
hosts in the early days of this century 
was John Hunter, of Hunter’s Island, 
which is now a part of Pelham Bay 
Park.

When John Hunter’s father, Robert 
Hunter, who was a nephew of the Colo¬ 
nial Governor of that name, and a man 
of wealth, came to this country, he 
brought with him among ills baggage 
an old iron strong box. which lie kept 
in the State street home. At his death, 
his sou, Jolm Hunter, knowing nothing 
about it, and considering it too clumsy 
an article to be given house room any 
longer, packed It off to a storage ware¬ 
house with a lot of other stuff. It lay 
there for years forgotten, till finally the 
storage-keeper, taking a fancy to it. 
asked Mr. Hunter if he might have iu 
Mr. Hunter consented, but decided to 
have a look inside of it first. The key 
to it was not forthcoming, and a lock¬ 
smith was sent for to force it open. 
Within were rows of canvas bags. Mr. 
Hunter picked up one of them; it fell 
to pieces, and Spanish silver dollars 
rolled over the floor. The chest was 
full of silver pieces. Mr. Hunter sent 
them to a silversmith and had tlieui 
madeto the service that is still to-day 
one of the finest in the country. There 
was a plateau for the middle of the 
table seven feet long, and every guest 
seated about it was served exclusively 
front silver dishes.—New York Com¬ 
mercial Advertiser.

HEALTHY SELDOM HUNGRY. 

Stomach’s Pangs Said to Be Felt Be¬ 
cause of Imperfect Digestion. 

“A thoroughly healthy person is nev¬ 
er hungry.” Thus says Dr. William 
Henry Porter of the Strathmore, who is 
a recognized authority on dietetics. Up 
to this date a huge appetite lias almost 
invariably’ been considered as evidence 
of a good physical condition. Many 
persons will realize, after weighing the 
doctor’s remark, that their great desire 
for food at certain times is a warning 
that all Is not well with them. Dr. 
Porter supports his startling statement 
by some interesting explanatory facts. 
The healthy person does not slight his 
meals, it must be understood, but does 
ample Justice to them. Yet not until 
be tastes the footl before him, says Dr. 
Porter, does he realize the need of it. 
He could go about and forget his meal 
times but for the force of circum¬ 
stances. The pangs of hunger are felt 
as an effect of Imperfect digestion. 

Dr. Porter gives some valuable in¬ 
formation on the question which and 
of what kind shall be the principal 
meal—morning, noon or night. In 
speaking of this he said: 

“As in tlie runuing of an engine, the 
most intensive consumption of fuel 
must be just prior to and iu accordance 
with the amount of work to be per¬ 
formed; so, in a man, the time for 
taking, and the quantity and quality 
of the meal ingested, or the determina¬ 
tion of the ‘principal meal,’ must be in 
harmony with the work to be accom- 
| plislied. If the individual Is to begin 
' his dally labors between 4 and 6 in the 
[ morning and terminate them between 5 
j and 0 o’clock in the evening it necessi- 
! tates the taking of a good and liberal 
| breakfast at an early hour in the rnorn- 
I ing, from a half hour to an hour before 
i begiuning active work, especially so If 
| the last meal of the day previous has 

• been a light one at 6 o’clock, as is the 
’ common habit of this class. Habits of 

this kind naturally call for the heaviest 

• meal, which also may be called the 
j principal meal, at noon, or near that 

hour. 

) “On the other hand, if the custom Is 
' to rise between 6 and 8 in the morning. 
; and the largest amount of work is per- 
; formed between 9 in the morning and 
! tbe succeeding midnight, an entirely 
^different arrangement of the meals 
i must be followed. In this class a light 
! breakfast is in order at about 8 in 
1 the morning; a stronger, more substan- 
I tial meal at 1 o'clock In the afternoon 


and the heaviest and what justly de ' 
serves to be called the principal meal 
should be taken from 6 to 7 in the even-. 
ing. because this is more nearly in the 
middle of the working hours. When 
the labore are continued until midnight 
and the hour of resting is after this 
time a light meal should be taken at 
11 o’clock. i 

“In any of the instances cited, if the 
foodstuffs taken have been easy of di¬ 
gestion, rapidly absorbed and oxidized, 
the fires will naturally burn low after 
several hours’ sleep and abstinence 
from food. On the other band, if the 
foodstuffs taken require considerable 
time for their digestion and are slowly 
absorbed and oxidized, the heat-produc¬ 
ing supply may not be exhausted com¬ 
pletely during a somewhat prolonged 
abstinence from food, or during the 
hours usually spent for sleeping.”— 
New York Herald. 

KNIGHTED BY FRANZ JOSEF, 

Cleveland Man Honored by the Ruler 
of Austro-Huncary. 

Emperor Franz Josef, of Austria- 
Hungary, has made Theodor Kundtz, 
of Cleveland, a knight of the Order of 
Franz Josef, one of the highest non- 
kereditary honors it is in the power of 
any European monarch to bestow. The 
decoration is highly prized because of 
its rarity. There is said to be but one 
other in the United States, that having 
been conferred on Dr. Gerster, of New 
York, in 1893, for bis work in assisting 
Hungarian immigrants who reached 
New York destitute. 

The insignia of the knighthood is a 
medal or badge bearing the imperial 
crown of Austro-Hungaryand tbe name 
of the order, together with the individ¬ 
ual number of the person on whom it 
is conferred. The decoration is about 
two inches long and an inch and one-

half wide, is made of gold, and is of 
the finest workmanship. In decorating 
him with the order of Franz Josef the 
Emperor gave to Mr. Kundtz the right 
to the use of the prefix “sir” as a title 
before his name, this being tlie Euro¬ 
pean custom, but Mr. Kundtz says that 
he will not avail himself of this right. 
He will not call himself “Sir Theodor 
Kundtz.” 

Some years ago, when Count Hagen- 
muller, Austro-Hungarian Minister to 
the United States, was ia Cleveland for 
a visit he was entertained very lavishly 
by Mr. Kundtz, and it is thought Mr. 
Kundtz’s knighthood may have been so¬ 
licited by the Minister. The decoration 
was seut through the Austro-Hungarian 
consul at Pittsburg. With it was mere¬ 
ly a formal letter announcing that the 
honor had been conferred by Emperor 
Franz Josef. 

During all tlie years that Mr. Kundtz 
has been a prominent and successful 
manufacturer in Cleveland lie has done 
a great deal to assist his less fortunate 
fellow countrymen. He has given much 
money to hospitals and other charitable 
works. T.ast summer lie made a busi¬ 
ness and pleasure trip to ills native 
land, and it is thought he contributed 
to some of tlie charities there. Tlie dec¬ 
oration is one that is not given to those

Jones' | 
farm or Smith's farm does not mean : 
anything to tlie average buyer, but call 
it ‘Edgewood,’ Tvauhoe,’ ‘Lookout’ or 
any other fanciful name and it at once : 
obtains a market value it never had! 
before and without the expenditure of 
a penny. It is a queer short-sighted¬ 
ness that has led farmers to overlook 
this, for they are usually shrewd 
enough in other respects. If they would 
name their farms and furnish good 
stuff from it for a couple of years they 
would find that the value of their prop¬ 
erty had doubled in that period."— 
New Y’ork Times.

“Strong from the outdoor life they, 
lead and from contention with the dif- ] 
fieult conditions that have confronted 
them, tliei Australians as a people have 
become tall and straight like their gum 
trees, broad-shouldered, deep-chested 
and wiry. They are clear of eyes and, 
skin, of remarkable soundness and; 
whiteness in their teeth, of luxuriant ,) 
fine-textured hair. Bertillon says: 
’When you see these characteristics | 
generally marked you may know you j 
are in the presence of a great people.’ i 

"Magnificent distances stand before 
them wherever they travel within their ' 
own country, and the long travel de- ■ 
velops endurance and calm power 
against adversities as well as the gift 
to laugh at the smaller difficulties and 
embarrassments of every-day life. The 
£40,000.000 worth of products which 
the country exports annually to Eng¬ 
land comes chiefly from the vast inte¬ 
rior, and there hundreds and hundreds i 
of men dwell in stations separated by 
days of journeying. There, in lonely 
isolation among millions of gum trees, 
they tend flocks of sheep numbering 
upwards up 200,000 per flock. There 
among the far-stretching hills and 
mountains they round up ranges bear-1 
ing 15.000 to 30,000 head of cattle. Andj 
the life that these men lead leaves its 
impress upon the nation. 

“Men who dwell in the interior of 
Australia are ever in the presence of 
valleys, plains and gorges stretching in 
all directions, with mountains pushing 
upon mountains till, in the hazy dis¬ 
tance, they are lost in the skj-line—no 
man’s land, desolate, untenanted; theirs 
if they want it, only most of them 
already have more than they know 
what to do with. The immensity, the 
colossal expansion presided over by an 
almost awe-inspiring stillness, become 
either maddening or sublime, according 
to the temperament. Curiously enough 
it is usually the sublimity that pre¬ 
vails. 

“Another effect, and one which plays 
equally strong in shaping the qualities 
of the nation, has arisen from contact 
with the wilderness. The Australians 
that lived in great solitudes could not 
afford to be exclusive. They felt out 
for a hand. Their hospitality was 
eager. The bush was open house. Thus 
ills environment forced away inherited 
exclusiveness and the Australian be¬ 
came a different man from the Briton 
—broader, franker and more unselfish. 
He has outgrown repression and the 
sense of superiority. He lias had 
enough experience to give him a whole¬ 
some sense of humor. He lias worked 
hard enough to appreciate relaxation. 
He has borne into tlie new land the lik¬ 
ing of his home country for sport, but 
lie lias followed It on a broader scale, 
lie has his horse races, as in England; 
but lie lias bis kangaroo bunts, which 
make tlie hare hunting of England 
seem like schoolboy's play. 

"Life to tlie Australian is as his con¬ 
tinent. There have been times when 
both life and the continent were liarxl 
to hold, but the probation period is 
passed. Australia for Australians has 
become an unchanging impulse of all 
tlie people. The Inhabitants have come 
to realize that tlie i>ower to grow, to 
spread their influence beyond the coun¬ 
try's borders—In other words, to as¬ 
sume nationality—is now theirs. 

“Aspirations above mere money-mak¬ 
ing have been generated. Australians 
feel tbe desire to rub against the peo¬ 
ple of other countries, and to test tlie 
gifts and acquirements of tlieir long 
struggle in tlie redemption of tbe con¬ 
tinent. In other words, political am¬ 
bition has arisen. Tlie federation is 
the means chosen to realize that ambi¬ 
tion. 

“The people of Australia love the 
home government and presumably nev¬ 
er will separate from it; but they have 
become sufficiently important to possess 
the autonomy and the practical par¬ 
ticipation in governing which belong 
to a state that is an integral part of 
any central government. Prior to the 
federation their governors were ap¬ 
pointed in Downing street. Their leg¬ 
islators had no personal voice in Par¬ 
liament. They themselves had no 
equality or intercourse with the great 
political centers of the world. All 
these developing responsibilities were 
cut off from them—responsibilities 
which, above all other things, are need¬ 
ed to awaken into action the highest in¬ 
tellect and the strongest judgment of 
a people. The Australians aspired to 
become a factor iu the decision of 
world problems.”—Aiuslee's

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

To temporary seal pitchers and other 
liquid holders a German has designed 
a bale having an eccentric over the cen¬ 
ter of the cover, with a lever on the ec¬ 
centric, which is turned to tighten it 
after the bale is drawn over the top of 
the jar. 

To prevent bicycle tires from wearing 
out where the brake is applied a Cana¬ 
dian has designed a tire with a strip of 
waxed canvas or similar material, to be 
placed on either side of the tread, the 
brake block being divided to engage 
both of the strips. 

Iu an Improved closure for jars and 
bottles the cover has a recess in the top, 
with a piece of wire bent into a loop at 
the center, with the ends curved to pass 
over a ring on the neck of the bottle, 
pressure on the under side of the cover 
serving to tighten the wire. 

To prevent trolley wheels from slip¬ 
ping off the wire In passing arouud 
curves a new pole has a ring set In the 
end, the wheel shaft being mounted in 
the center to turn with the ring and 
cause the axis of the wheel to remain 
at right angles with the wire. 

Boats are propelled without the use 
of oars by a Western man’s device, con¬ 
sisting of a paddle wheel mounted in a 
liood at the rear of tbe boat, to be re¬ 
volved by a series of f®ot levers in tbe 
bottom of the boat, connected by rods 
to the ends of the wheel shaft. 

Iu a newly patented driving gear for 
bicycles the pedals are used as levers to 
pull forward two rods which have teeth 
cut on the under faces to engage 
toothed wheels carried by the rear hub, 
the rods being returned by springs after 
each downward stroke of the pedal. 

A new latch mechanism for doors has 
the knob spindle mounted loosely in 
tbe casing to allow it to slide in and out, 
with a V-shaped slot in the center, In 
which the latch fits, a push or pull on 
the knob sliding the slot along and 
drawing tbe latch into the door casing. 

To prevent trousers fraying out at the 
heel a guard has been designed, consist¬ 
ing of a curved plate adapted to be in¬ 
closed in the fold of the bottom of the 
leg, with a number of puncturing teeth 
at the lower edge, which extend 
through the cloth and protect it from 
wear.

EXPLORATION IN THIBET. 

Seeing the Mightiest C.ronpof Moun¬ 
tain. on the Korth. 

Interesting details of Sven Hedln’s 
researches 111 Central Asia are contain¬ 
ed In a letter from the explorer to a 
friend In Copenhagen. The writer de¬ 
clares that last summer proved the 
most frill fill period of his journey. 

"We broke up from Tjimen,” be says, 
“on July ’JO, in order to explore tile un¬ 
known regions of the north of Thibet 
The journey there and bud 
headquarters occupied 
days. We covered 1,559 kilometers 
(about as far as from Stockholm to 
I’nrisi The way led through complete¬ 
ly unknown districts. We preserved 
our surveys of it In 173 maps. The car¬ 
avan consisted at the Start, of six sei- 
aeven camels, twelve horses, 
Hlieep and one mule. During 
the journey wo lost one man, an Al- 
glian explorer, who died after an illness 
of thirteen days, and whose body we 
were obliged to carry across the desert; 
three camels, nine horses and the mule. 
The animals died from overexertion. 

"Almost all the time we were on a 
plateau some live thousand meters 
(over three miles) above the sea. The 
caravan passed Arkatng, the mightiest 
group of mountains on earth, consist¬ 
ing of three parallel chains of moun¬ 
tains.

The sense of hearing is developed In 
tlie modern telegraph operator to an 
abnormal degree, owing to Ms use of 
(lie typewriter in Ms work.
